LONDON, July 15.—We are back at 
our old trick of swearing at the Bank of 
England. “It is making money cheap 
for its own ends,” dealers in credit will 
tell you confidentially, and cap the infor- 
mation by an assurance that they as 
individuals know the Bank has done this 
or that which it ought not to have done. 

I went with one tale and demanded 
point blank what it meant. The Bank 
authorities said it was false, and ex- 
piained how it arose; how a man may 
build a lie unconsciously by the working 
of his own imagination.

The past week brought about substan- 
tial advances number of issues, 
most of which had not shared to any 
considerable extent the improvement of 
the previous week. Undoubtedly the ad- 
vances that occurred were in part due to 
the better outside demand that resulted 
from the strength of the market for 
some days prior to the beginning of last 
week, but these advances must also be 
attributed in part to the efforts of trad- 
ers who happened to take the bull side. 
For the most part traders had for some 
time been working on the other side of 
the market, and often their efforts had 
met with considerable success, but the 
lowering of prices did not bring very 
much stock into the market. The past 
week showed very clearly that even at 
prices made above those that had pre- 
vailed for many days, the supply of 
stock was small. It was this scarcity of 
stock that made such large advances 
possible on so light buying, for at no 
time during the week was the market 
very active. The advances were most 
marked among the industrials, several 
of which advanced as much as 4 or 5 
points, the larger part of which gains 
were kept till the close of the week. In 
some cases advances of several points 
were recorded between sales. The pres- 
ent prices of a number of stocks that 
have already given some proof of satis- 
factory earning power are certainly at- 
tractive as speculative purchases where 
indeed the stocks have not already as- 
sumed a place among investment se- 
curities. Preferred stocks paying six or 
seven per cent. and selling under 75 are 
apparently very cheap, and some of last

week's purchases seemed to be made on 
this assumption. 

Industrials attracted most attention 
and showed the largest net gains. A few 
ether issues ended the week at substan- 
tial advances, but no other group as a 
whole showed so. much strength. Divi- 
dend payments and dividend prospects 
were naturally the principal reasons for 
the gains made, for in the end the power 
to show returns on the capital invested 
must be the measure of value, Some ad- 
vances recorded during the week seemed 
the result merely of manipulative efforts, 
which seemed particularly true in the 
case of several stocks which have only 
recently been traded in on the curb, but 
in the more substantial issues manipu- 
lation played little part in the week's 
improvement in prices. 

With the exception of Standard Oil, 
which showed a net advance of 10 points, 
the largest gain was in National Salt 
common, which closed at practically the 
highest for the week, with a net gain of 
7 points. Attention was drawn to the 
stock by the approach of the time for the 
payment of the first dividend on the is- 
sue. The Directors in declaring some 
time ago a quarterly dividend of 1%4 per 
cent. put the stock on a 6 per cent. basis, 
and by declaring at the same time an 
extra dividend of one-half of 1 per cent. 
gave grounds for the hope that the stock 
would be able to yield from this time on 
something over the fixed 6 per cent. 
dividend. The preferred stock also ad- 
vanced partly in sympathy with the 
common, and at the close of the week 
showed a net gain of 4% points. 

Among the other industrials that were 
bettered. by the.week’s trading was Ha- 
vana Commercial common. It was defi- 
nitely announced during the week that 
the company’s floating debt, amounting 
to about $1,500,000, would be take? up 
by an issue of debenture bonds, but other 
details of the plan arranged by the com- 
mittee were not made public. It is ex- 
pected that the committee's report will 
be submitted to the Directors some time 
this week. International Pump was 
strong during the latter part of the week, 
and on what was considered good buy- 
ing advanced 114 points in thé common 
and 2 points in the preferred. The regu- 
lar quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. 
was declared on the preferred stock, 
which somewhat stimulated demand for 
beth issues.
